PHASE 3 (2023) 
In phase 3 of the Malmok Boardwalk project, they will 
enhance the area at the beginning of the boardwalk, where 
there will be a wooden walkway with flora, pergolas, and 
benches. The plan is to use authentic Aruban materials. 
According to the minister, if all goes well, the Department of 
Public Works (DOW) will release the public tender for phase 
3 at the end of September. 


PHASE 4 (2024) 
In phase 4 of the project, they will connect the boardwalk 
to the Ritz Carlton. In this section of the boardwalk, they 
plan to incorporate coconut palm trees, creating a beautiful 
pathway connecting to the Ritz Carlton. The public tender 
for phase 4 is expected to be published in the first quarter 
of 2024. 


The Tourism Product Enhancement Fund (TPEF) is a fund 
aimed at improving Aruba’s product through investment. 
TPEF invests in awareness, such as the “Stimami Sterilisami” 
program, which focuses on sterilizing stray dogs and cats. 
They also invest in our heritage and attractions, like the 
renovation of our National Archaeological Museum. They 
contribute to safety and maintaining our shores clean. All 
of this contributes to enhancing the tourism product that 
Aruba offers to our visitors. 


Minister Oduber expressed his gratitude to the infrastruc- 
ture committee for their hard work in executing all the 
improvement and enhancement projects.

Early Reviews For Mortal Kombat 1 Looks Promising 


MORTAL Kombat 1 is set to release on September 
19 for multiple platforms, including Nintendo Switch, 
PC, PS5, and Xbox Series X|S. The early reviews 
of the game are already out. Still, at the moment 
of writing this, only a few reviews are available, all 
for the PS5 version. This means that we need the 
complete picture of how the game is on all platforms, 
especially on Nintendo Switch, which is a concern 
due to its lack of power. Nonetheless, we can still get 
an idea of what to expect from the game. 


According to Metacritic, the game has an overall 
score of 85, based on five reviews with scores 
ranging from 70 to 100. It’s worth noting that such 
a wide range of scores is not uncommon for games. 
For instance, when Mortal Kombat 11 was released 
in 2019, it received scores ranging from 78 to 86. 
The Nintendo Switch version had the lowest score 
of 78, while the Xbox One version had the highest 
score of 86. 


However, it’s important to keep in mind that only 
a few reviews are available for Mortal Kombat 1 at 
the moment. Therefore, the current score of 85 may 
change as more reviews come in. Additionally, we 
need to find out if codes were sent out for the other 
versions of the game, as only reviews of the PS5 
version have surfaced on Metacritic so far. 
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RIOT Games has decided to sunset 
the system for next year after 
spending only a few years with League 
of Legends' new Mythic items. In a 
recent blog post, lead designer Matt 
"Phroxzon" Leung-Harrison explained 
why the team removed the system. 


While the Mythic items were intended 
to bring excitement with unique 
outputs, they made it challenging to 
balance across the countless cham- 
pions available in the game, espe- 
cially with newer releases. 


The limited number of Mythics also 
made it difficult to satisfy all of the 
unique users and champion classes 
since almost every champ can be 
played and built in many ways. 
Moreover, multiple champions and 
roles were forced into buying the 
same Mythic item, causing a lack of 
diversity within the game's meta. 


As a result, Mythics will officially be 
gone from League as of the 2024 
season. 


League of Legends' Mythic items 
are being removed for 2024 
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THE recent BRICS summit concluded with a historic deci- 
sion to admit six new member countries into the bloc: 
Saudi Arabia, the UAE, Argentina, Iran, Egypt, and Ethiopia. 
Notably, five of these nations are major oil producers, collec- 
tively controlling 42% of the global oil supply. This expansion 
has stirred concerns in the United States and the European 
Union, as it is viewed as a challenge to Western-dominated 
financial markets. 


BRICS is making strides toward reducing reliance on the US 
dollar in global trade by promoting the use of their own local 
currencies. While this move could bolster the GDP of BRICS 
members, it has the potential to impact the economies of 
the US and the European Union. 


Reinhard Butikofer, the European Union minister from 


Germany, acknowledged the growing global importance of 
BRICS and warned of China’s increasing influence across 
financial sectors. He emphasized that despite differences 
among member nations, BRICS would remain united and 
gain greater international significance. 


In response, the US White House Secretary, Karine Jean- 
Pierre, took a more cautious stance. While not opposing the 
BRICS expansion outright, she stated that the US encour- 
ages countries to have choices in their trade partnerships 
and does not seek to limit such relationships. 


The BRICS expansion is a significant development with 
the potential to reshape global economic dynamics and 
trade relationships, prompting both concern and nuanced 
responses from Western powers.

THE truth is out there, but not in the Mexican Congress. 
Scientists are tearing apart the claims made during a presen- 
tation on “beings not part of Earth’s evolution” at a hearing 
held there. 


Mexican ‘ufologist’ José Jaime Maussan presented two 
boxes at the meeting, which he claimed contained mummi- 
fied remains of bizarre creatures with three fingers and 
elongated heads. E.T. can be distinctly recognized in them. 
According to Maussan, scientists have determined that thirty 
percent of their DNA material cannot be traced. 


“This is the pinnacle of evidence,” he asserted before the 
parliamentarians. “If the DNA shows that they are not 
humans, and nothing else in the world looks like this, then 
we must accept it.” He stopped short of calling it extrater- 
restrial life. The sensational story quickly spread worldwide, 
even among serious news outlets. 


‘Not to Be Taken Seriously’ 
Scientists are responding with extreme skepticism to the 
presentation, including emeritus professor of theoret- 
ical astronomy Vincent Icke from Leiden University. When 
asked how seriously the revelation should be taken, his brief 
response is, “Well, not.” 
“I don’t think there’s a single scientist in the Mexican parlia- 
ment. We really don’t need to take this seriously,” is his judg- 
ment. 


The renowned British physicist Brian Cox believes that any 
potential mystery can be easily solved. “Send in a sample 
for a DNA test or ask the local university, and you’ll know 
within ten minutes.” 
Cox takes issue with the traditional portrayal of aliens as 
small green men. “They are far too human. It’s highly unlikely 
that intelligent life on another planet would develop like us.” 


University Distances Itself 
Maussan claims to have found the mummies in 2017 near 
the Peruvian Nazca. This location is famous among UFO 
enthusiasts due to prehistoric landscape lines; the intricate 
animal patterns there, spanning tens of meters, could have 
been created with extraterrestrial assistance, according to 
them. 


The mummies are said to have been found deep under- 
ground in a gravel pit. According to Maussan, research has 
shown that they are between 700 and 1800 years old. 
What makes his claim less credible is that the Peruvian 


authorities had already tested his claims in the same year. 
The conclusion was that the dolls were of recent make, 
covered with paper and glue to mimic skin. Because Maussan 
did not give a presentation then, it is unclear if these are the 
same figurines. 


Additionally, a Mexican university was quick to distance 
itself from the presentation. Maussan claimed to be collabo- 
rating with the Universidad Nacional Autónoma de México, 
but a press release clarified that they only performed carbon 
dating on the material. The researchers received 0.5 grams 
of material without knowing its origin. “We do not draw any 
conclusions about the origin of these specimens.” 


Confronted with all the criticism, Sergio Gutiérrez Luna, a 
parliamentarian from the ruling party, said it is important to 
listen to “all expressions, all opinions.” He emphasized that 
Congress does not take a position. “We have our thoughts, 
our concerns, and we will continue to discuss this.” 
The session in Mexico took place a day before NASA 
presented a report on how best to investigate phenomena 
that appear to be of extraterrestrial origin. The U.S. space 
agency has already hinted that there are too few concrete 
incidents recorded to draw scientific conclusions.

This continuous monitoring approach 
enables inspectors to assess the 
tank’s condition after an accident 
objectively. It provides vital informa- 
tion for deciding whether a tank can be 
safely reused or needs replacement. 
Additionally, it reduces maintenance 
costs and ensures the tanks’ safe use 
throughout their service life. 


Fiber-optic strain sensors, integrated 
into the tanks, further enhance moni- 
toring capabilities. These sensors 
consist of light-conducting glass fibers 
with fiber Bragg grating sensors. They 
monitor strains on the hydrogen tank’s 
surface, aiding in verifying pressure 
tank models and assessing material 


behavior over time. 


The research teams are conducting 
comprehensive testing to determine 
the optimal number and placement of 
sensors and the most suitable adhe- 
sives for attaching them to the tanks. 
Ultimately, the goal is to develop this 
complete system into a standard status 
monitoring system for the future.
